VOODOO BARBECUE 

Ingredients: 

meat. .(chicken pieces, pork chops, ribs, 
whatever's on sale at Safeway) 

1 can tomato paste 

1/2 teaspoon allspice 

2 huge heaping tablespoons brown sugar 

bottled hot chili sauce to taste é 

Before the barbecue starts: 

Put the meat (about half a pound per person) 
in a pot, add water to cover, bring to a boil, 
then simmer until the meat just barely loses its 
pinkness all the way through. Remove from heat 
and let cool. 

In another pot, mix tomato paste, allspice, 
and sugar with enough stock (that's the water 
you cooked the meat in, goof) to get it the con- 
sistency of melted ice cream- Heat through, and 
simmer it (stirring occasionally) until the 
whole kitchen smells good and people come over 
to see what you're doing. Stir in hot sauce to 
taste (the stuff sold in Asian groceries as 
"Sambal Oelek" is the best, but Tabasco's OK). 

At the barbecue: 

Fire up the barbie. 
charcoal, be sure you let it burn down to good 
red coals. Dunk each piece of meat in the sauce, 
whomp it onto the grill, and grill it (spooning 
or brushing on more sauce if you like) till you 
like the colour. Remember, the meat's already 
cooked, so this should only take a few minutes. 

Serve with crusty bread, salad, and beer, 
with extra sauce and hot sauce available. 

Why this is a great recipe: 

1) You can cook the meat and sauce the day 
before. 

2) The meat's precooked, so you don't have 
to worry about food poisoning, and you can 
barbecue a lot of meat in a hurry. 

3) The barbecuing's really easy, so you can 
do it even if you're drunk. 

4) The outside doesn't burn 
middie is cooked. 

5) It's good with beer.

A big concern of North Americans travelling 
+o Europe for the first time is the quality of 
the public sanitary facilities. We hope this 
guide, based on our experiences, will be of some 
help. 

One brief note: Europeans, being more 
worldly than we, have noticed that most public 
washrooms contain no bathse So they don't call 
+hem "bathrooms." In the interest of cosmopoli-

COLLEZIONE PEGGY GUGGENHEIM, Venice: Plain 
but clean toilets, remarkable for their setting: 
in the late Peggy Guggenheim's palazzo on the 
banks of the Grand Canal. The men's room has a 
wonderful view of the sculpture garden, green 
and manicured and chock-full of 20th century 
sculpture by the likes of Henry Moore. 5 stars- 


DEUTCHES MUSEUM, Munich: Like the museum, the 


facilities are spacious, clean, and hi-tech. The 
entire room is in stylish shades of gray, right 
down to the toilet paper. Great sinks, high- 
power electric hand-dryers- 5 stars 

SILJA LINE FERRY, Stockholm-Helsinki: The 
finest moving toilet encountered. Spotless toi- 
lets abound, equipped with blond wood benches, 
excellent lighting, and great showers with an 
endless supply of hot water- 4 1/2 stars. 

GALLERIA DE L'ACCADEMIA, Venice: Venice is a 
city of fine toilets, and this is no exception. 
The museum boasts a wonderful Titian, while the 
toilets boast high ceilings and sturdy cubicles. 
The men's room door is disguised as a wall 
panel. Discreet and charming. 4 stars. 

TRAIN STATION, Venice: Big sinks, real hot 
water, and barber and shoe-shine services avai |l- 
able in the men's room. "Classy." 4 stars. 

TRAIN STATION, Copenhagen: As above, but 
with hippies. 3 stars. 

GERMAN INTER-CITY TRAINS: Large, 
well-equipped. A bit noisy. 3 1/2 stars.

Deja Voodoo’s new I.p., 
“The Worst of Deja Voodoo” is 
mistitled. Gerard van Herk and 
Tony DeWald are either idiots 
or geniuses, but they are 
definitely not the worst. 


Deja Voodoo consists of just 
2 individuals. Van Herk plays a 
maniacal fuzz guitar while 
DeWald accompanies him on 
an assortment of cheap albums. 
Together they pound out a 
minimalist melange of punk, 
delta-blues and rockabilly. 


“The Worst of Deja Voodoo” 
is really a career B-side 
retrospective, consisting of odd 
material, covers, and other 
odds and ends, that for 


whatever reason never got 
released before. Even someone 
not familiar with the band’s 
work will find a few interesting 
cuts on this record. 

Some of the older songs, like 
“Monsters In My Garage” il- 
lustrate the band’s really early 
development, long before Van 
Herk knew more than four 
guitar chords. Other tunes 
reveal a pair of song-writers is 
firmly in check. 

“Rock Therapy” opens with a 
primal scream, right out of the 
deepest delta blues. However, 
Van Herk holds it so long the 
song is quickly turned into 
another insane tribute to the 
band’s influences. 

The group’s psychedelic 


learnings are well represented have with garage punk. 


in tunes like “Peace, Love and 
Flowers” and “I Wanna Come 
Back From The World Of 
LSD”, but with a sense of 
humor as strange as this band’s, 
there’s little danger of anyone 
taking these tunes too seriously. 


The best cut on the whole 
record has to be “Raised By 
Wolves”.

Anyone who reads ‘Rolling 
Stone’ magazine can find out 
who are the hottest under- 
ground acts in the U.K. or the 
U.S.A. However finding out 
what Canada has to offer can be 
a much harder task, despite 
Newfoundland'’s supposed pro- 
ximity to the mainland. 

Right now one of the best 
ways to find out what the Cana- 
dian underground has to offer is 
to check out the latest sampler 
from Montreal's Og Records, 
titled “It Came From Canada, 
Volume 3”. 

The first two records in this 
collection set a high standard of 
both performance and record- 
ing quality (not always a priority 
on underground samplers), and 
“Volume 3” is every bit as good. 
While losing nothing for its 
predecessors, it stil] manages to 
set down new standards of 
bizarreness and excitement. 

In the spirit of Og’s founders, 
Deja Voodoo, the spirit of 
rockabilly dominates the first 
side of the Ip. This is no hard 
and fast rule, however, as other 


artists pay homage to punk, jazz 
and sixties pop, with lots of 
stops in between. 

Side 1 opens with Hamilton's 
Dik Van Dykes, who bash out 
an ode to curling (of all things). 
Much of the rest of the Ip’s first 
side is consumed by more or- 
thodox performers, like the 
Stinging Hornets from Van- 
couver, and Montreal's 
Mongols. 


The best of the whole lot are 
sludgebilly minimalists Deja 
Voodoo, who contribute a 
warped cover of the gospel 
standard “Bound For Glory” to 
the sampler. Seeing how they 
have drawn big crowds during 
tours in the maritimes, it seems 
odd the band has never made it 
to St. John’s. 

The second side of the record 
is a lot stronger, featuring band 
with more of arock influence. In 
fact, the first three cuts on the 
side are probably the best on the 
album. The Gruesomes (nam- 
ed after characters on an old 
Flintstones cartoon), thrash out 
a tune titled “Your Lies”, which 


just reeks of old amps and cold 
basements. “Not True”, by the 
Ten Commandments is great 
tribute to teenage romance. 
The best of them all though, is 
Colour Me Psycho’s “Black 
Corvair”. Not only is it a nifty 
car tune, but there is an old Far- 
fisa organ floating through the 
background that just sets it right 
off. 

The wierdest cut on the 
record is from one E.J. Brule 
from Montreal, who includes a 
whole array of bizarre, self- 
created sounds in his song, all 
the while singing like a lunatic. 

If “It Came From Canada, 
Volume 3” is any indication, no 
one in Canada need fear free 
trade. Because any country 
with ‘bands like the Dyk Van 
Dykes and Deja Voodoo is just 
going to be too wierd to con- 
quer.

At the Déja Voodoo Barbecue in 
Montreal this past December, The Dik 
Van Dykes introduced themselves as 
“probably the worst band you'll ever 
see.” And, yeah, they aren’t particu- 
larly talented in the musical sense of 
the word. They have a silly sense of 
humour, some buzzsaw guitars and 2 
PopTarts to sing back up screeches 
and do silly prehistoric pterodactyl- 
dances on stage. 

The overall sound? The image? 
The demographics they'll appeal to? 
Hell, I don’t know. To use the stan- 
dard record reviewer cop-out ap- 
proach: “They’re like a cross between 
The Ramones and The Rezillos and 
Déja Voodoo.” Their guitar player has 
only 3 strings (going Voodoo’s Gerard 
Van Kerk one string less!). They sing 
distinctly Canadian songs about being 
dumped for “a guy as ugly as Harold 
Snepsts”, the hazards of driving on the 
401, what a perverse sport curling re- 
ally is, and simple joys like touching 
“the lime green slime of home”. Their 
record slides quite nicely into your 
collection of OG records by bands like 
Déja Voodoo, The Gruesomes, Jerry 
Jerry and the sadly terminated Termi- 
nal Sunglasses: All fine Canadian 
bands with similar ideas about what’s 
Cool. They also remind me of a fine 
local band that seems to have disap- 
peared, the Desmonds.

New compilations promote awareness

; The work of new German and 
Canadian underground bands is the 
subject of two compilation albums 
recently released by independent 
record labels in Canada. The Ger- 


man-Canadian Friendship album 
(Amok Records) and It Came from 
Canada, volume III (Og Music) are 
two albums dedicated to the edifica- 
tion of music fans everywhere. 

It Came From Canada is the 
third in a series of compilations 
brought to you by the nice people at 
Og. The album mostly showcases 
eastern bands because the Og sound 
(primitivism at its most primal) just 
does not exist in this part of the 
country. 

One of Og’s best new finds, 
The Dik Van Dykes from Hamil- 
ton, steal the show from the rest of 
the rocka-psycho-sludgeabilly 
groups on the album with their song 
“Curling”. This is a truly inspired 
tune that cuts straight to the quick of 
Canadian silliness with words such 
as “curlers are a rowdy bunch, 
they’re boozers and carousers, they 
hang around in matching sweaters 
throwing rocks at houses.” The Dik 
Van Dykes have a full-length album 
out now that is destined to 
make them as famous as their name- 
sake. 

Other noteworthy groups on 
the album inciude ‘The Mongols 
who successfully keep alive the 
sounds of the legendary Cramps 
while Deja Voodoo’s song “Bound

For Glory”, a fitting prediction for 
Og Music, is pulled off with their 
usual flair for chunking guitar (with 
four strings), manic drums (without 
cymbals) and prehistoric recording 
techniques. The Gruesomes also 
contribute a song, “Your Lies”, 
which has a beautiful garage sound 
—you can literally feel the cold 
concrete beneath your feet and see 
the oil spots and sawdust and gas 
barbecue in the corner. 

Chris Houston, Jerry Jerry and 
Condition also contribute some good 
material to the album. 

All is not noteworthy though. 
The House of Knives’ song “Death 
Museum” is a horrendous attempt 
to copy Deja Voodoo’s no-frills gui- 
tar and drum style. Part of the prob- 
lem is the poor sound quality of the 
track. It was recorded in Oga’s ultra- 
high-tech studio—a dirt floor base- 
ment somewhere in downtown 
Montreal. 

Both It Came from Canada 
Vol. 3 and The German-Canadian 
Friendship album provide an ef- 
fective means of introducing lesser 
known recording acts to a wider 
audience. The albums benefit both 
the band and the smaller indepen- 
dent record labels—stringently anti- 
conservative labels which are more 
concerned with the quality of music, 
with greater exposure for down to 
earth original music bands, and 
with challenging our perceptions of 
pop music.

Voodoo! 

It’s all a result of that inevitable correlation 
between the amount a band travels with the amount 
of print it gets. In Calgary in late February, on their 
tenth Western Canadian tour, drummer Tony 
Dewald and guitarist/vocalist Gerard Van Herk re- 
laxed after vegetables in a local Vietnamese restau- 
rant, to do some Voodoospeak once again. 

Their reasons for being here this time were mani- 
fold. Deja Voodoo Train, the newsletter they put 
out to keep fans abreast of band news and provide 
information about recent and upcoming releases on 
their own Og label, explains that the tour was 
undertaken so the band could keep its promises ‘“‘to 
all the drunk guys’’ that came up to them after 
shows on the Fall ’87 tour and said “‘va gotta come 
back in the winter.’’ 

Dewald, grinning, picked up on this idea, saying 
that since few bands seem to travel early in the 
year, ‘‘it’s nice to come across the country in the 
winter when everyone really appreciates you — be- 
cause there’s fuckall else to do.’’ This applies es- 
pecially to the dates the Montreal twosome plays in 
smaller communities, such as Thunder Bay and 
Saskatoon. Van Herk offered more practical consi- 
derations, noting that the tour was a chance to find 
out “‘what works and what doesn’t” in terms of 
material for the next Voodoo LP scheduled for a 
late Spring release. It will be their fourth full-length 
domestic LP in a recording career that began in 
1982 and which has also featured numerous cas- 
sette, single, EP, and import releases. 

What with all this travelling and recording, for 
someone not to have heard of the band by now can 
only mean that that person has spent the better part 
of the decade in a vacuum. However, because the 
duo has been prolific for so long, there may be 
many new “‘sludgeabilly’’ enthusiasts who don’t 
know how the band originally hit upon the unique

Influences tike the Cramps and a dissatisfaction 
with the whole idea of a ‘‘rock-and-roll band” 
aside, the two people came together quite naturally 
— “nobody else liked us in Montreal,’ Dewald 
says. Of his four-string approach to the six-string 
guitar, Van Herk cited artistic reasons: “It works 
better as a two-piece to have the’ four strings be- 
cause I can be playing sort of a chord and a riff at 
the same time.’’ As for the conspicuous lack of 
cymbals on his tiny drum-kit, Dewald says it was 
musical restraint borne out of equipment con- 
straint: ‘‘We were recording ourselves on this little 
blaster with an automatic noise control on it, and 
every time you hit a cymbal it would make this 
hhcyklixck! static sound.” “‘So we dropped ’em, 
and here we are,’’ concludes Van Herk. 

Out west for the time being. But as VOX was 
going to press, they were off to Europe for a second 
time to do a series of gigs in Finland and Greece, 
with tentative shows in Denmark and Sweden, and 
“very tentative’ ones in France and Germany. The 
two recounted with amusement the special prepara- 
tions made for this trip, which included the record- 
ing of a single with their version of “‘Rockaway 
Beach”’ in Finnish. Last time they were in Finland, 
they cut Gotta Have Money, a live 10 song record 
with the previously unreleased tune, ‘‘Everybody’s 
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alternative music to places not used to musical di- 
versity such as Penticton and Belleville. Og has even 
become a military supplier, taking orders from our 
boys abroad in Germany. And, since it has built up 
an impressive mail order list, Og can here and there 
afford to take a beating on a flop release. Thus, 
gone are worries like those that beset the band wken 
they were released the Cemetary (sic) LP in 1984. 
““We actually recorded it about six months before 
we put it out,’’ Van Herk recalls. Laughing, he 
adds, ‘‘we went on our first cross-Canada tour in 
the Edsel (the famous, now defunct 1959 ‘‘Sludge- 
mobile’’) to pay for putting out the album, and 
ended up losing money instead of making it because 
I crashed the Edsel.’’ The two affected great sur- 
prise when it was suggested that, with Og becoming 
such a big business, they.must have searched out 
some occasional help in the form of a staff, but they 
do admit to having an answering machine and an 
IBM computer, no less. ‘‘Soon, we’ll be taking over 
the world,’’ Van Herk proclaims, using his best big 
scary daddy bass voice for emphasis. 

The new Voodoo album should prove to be 
another classic edition of sludge, and songs from it, 
such as ‘48 Bucks,’’ ‘‘Big Pile of Mud,’”’ and “‘I 
Wish that Cat Would Shut Up”’ received an enthus- 
iastic response at the Calgary gig. Other tracks for 
the new LP include ‘‘Call Link Wray’’, ‘‘You Beat 
Me to the Lunch,”’ and ‘‘Stuff and Things,’’ which 
shares its title with Van Herk’s editorial in Deja 
Voodoo Train. 

As for influences and places to ‘‘steal’? music 
from this time around, Van Herk submits that he’s 
been listening to more R&B than usual, but he’s not 
sure if that’ll be audible on vinyl. ‘‘I don’t know if 
it’s gonna show up in the songs or not. A lot of the 
songs have more of a 60’s feel even though I haven’t 
been listening to stuff like that. That’s his fault’’, 
he continues, smiling at Dewald, ‘“‘because he 
doesn’t like to play the slow ones.”’ 

“‘T can’t play slow,’’ Dewald responds equably. 
“It’s harder to be on tempo; to play slow you 
actually have to have talent.’’ 

But musical prowess is something Deja Voodoo 
has always striven as much to mock as to achieve. 
They leave the real rock ’n roll band trappings to 
labelmates such as the Dik Van Dykes and the 
Gruesomes, for whom they are currently trying to 
book Canadian tour dates, including western ones. 
When they return from Europe, they hope to put 
out a fourth volume in the It Came from Canada 
compilation series, sometime around the release of 
their own LP. To all the drunks who came up to 
them after shows on this tour, their answer is: 
“*We’ll be back in the fall.’’ 

And then, perhaps, if Van Herk’s eerie prediction 
proves true, they’ll take over the world. .<apa

Such international rock star-like behaviour might 
lead one to believe that Og music must be doing 
quite well for the band, but the two are at pains to 
point out that Deja Voodoo and Og Music are 
really separate entities. Entering the distribution 
game, with the House of Og mail order servi ce, has 
been a worthwhile endeavour, though. By picking 
up the catalogue of Montreal’s Cargo Records,
